ceived by that prudent Emperonr, he forthwith caus'd 
an Hunircd Millions of * Seſterces of his own, to 
be put into the Bank, to be lent to all men that had 
Occaſion.for three Years without Tatereſt 3 and there- 
upon all things became calm and {cdate again.
